McClory Talks 
At Grant High 

FOX LAKE— Illinois citizens have 
a heritage of basic constitutional 
guarantees which predates the con- 
stitution of the United States, State 
Senator Robert McClory of Lake 
Bluff told senior class students of 
Grant Community high school in a 
special 'assembly last Thursday. 

'The basic guarantees enjoyed by 
Illinois citizens have their roots in 
the ordinance of 1767 reputedly 
drafted by Thomas Jefferson, the 
governor of Virginia, which was the 
first written document to guarantee 
basic elements of our Bill, of 
Rights," Sen. McClory explained. 

The ordinance of 1787, which pre- 
ceded the ratification of the U. S. 
constitution by two years, guaran- 
teed Illinois citizens freedom of re- 
ligion, the right to a trial by jury, 
the right to the benefits of habeas 
corpus and protection against in- 
voluntary servitude, the veteran 
legislator declared 

A brief review of legislative 
action which eventually led to the 
constitutional convention of 1870 at 
which the present constitution under 
which the State of Illinois operates 
was traced by the speaker. 

A keen appreciation of recent and 
pending legislation and legislative 
problems was displayed by the stu- 
dents during a spirited question 
and answer session which followed 
Sen. McClory"s formal remarks. 
- Sen. McClory was introduced by 
Kathryn Molda, secretary of the 
school's National Honor society and 
a member of the senior class.

Convictions Increase 
Noted by Department 

SPRINGFIELD — Convictions for 
violations of the game and fish 
code have increased steadily for the 
past five years, according to the 
state department of conservation. 

Two thousand two hundred sev- 
enty-four persons were convicted of 
violations of our game and fish laws 
In 1050. 

This was an Increase of 10 over the 
2,255 convictions in 1058. 

But fines assessed in 1059 totaled 
$80,159, an increase of $20,394.90 
over fines assessed in 1958. 

Carrying assembled or uncased 
guns in cars was the most common 
violation of the game code, and 345 
persons were convicted of that of- 
fense last year.

-^x=He was a .harness maker by trade 
when he came to Antioch at the age 
ef 29 to pursue hfc occupation. 
' . •*" But Naber ' became even more 
iamoui as the years went by for 
developing aubdivialona. 

On one of hit bus runs to the 
•ailroad depot to pick up people 
to take to lake resort hotels, he met 
Charles Harden who said he (Har- 

■ * den) had decided to sell his farm 
and thought Naber was just the man 
to buy It. Wi ^ ! 

Naber did purchase the 87 acre 
plot at the southwest edge of the' 
village for $10,250. earlier he had 
•ought 40 acres adjoining this to be 
wed for the livery business. 

PABSHNO BECAME much more 
difficult, Naber recalled, after high- 
ways 59 and 173 crossed his land. 
He ■ remembered when corn was, 
grown in land now occupied by Lake 
• Antioch.; .^^/ ■:■ 

By 1916 he had become a sub- 
divider and opened up the Spafford 
street extension in which John 
Brogan became the first builder on 
one of the 22 lota there. 
1 The. site of St. Peter's Catholic 
church became his second subdivi- 
sion in 1029. Up to his death, 
Naber received a thrill seeing wor- 
shippers gather at the church each 
Sunday. 

The ' St. Peter's basketball team 
nicknamed itself "The Nabera/* 

His most active period of develop- 
ing came in the late 1940*s when he 
was drawing to a close 90 years of 
He. Then he opened, three settle- 
ments within' three years. 

In 1947 he opened Naber*s Third 
aobdJvislon in which the Clare Mairs 
and the Russell Luedtkes shared 
h onors as the "first families." 

THE NEXT TEAR marked the 
opening of his acreage lota on Tif- 
fany road with John V. Horton as 
fJbe first builder. 

Mrs. Lester Osmond, a daughter 
of Naber, was co-owner of the sub- 
division west and north of St. Pet- 
er's church opened in 1949. Daniel 
Sheehan, who was the first builder, 
was also Naber's only "first" to 
move away. 

Naber's Corners, the intersection 
Of highways 59 and 173, has become 
■ thriving shopping and business 
•enter. Naber used to make the 
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SILL RIAL tSTATI CALL US 
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rounds of this area daily for (some 
years. 

His walk from his home at Hillside 
and take streets, .'to downtown Anti- 
och each Saturday morning was 
timed to the minute each Saturday 
morning, His 'time of arrival, sel- 
dom varied over 80 years of travel. 

He erected a two story 20 foot 
by 20 foot home for $1,200 where 
the George Wagner home stood on 
Victoria street in 1898, the first of 
his building activities here. < 
'Two years later rNfcber was in-! 
atrumentai .with Hugh Brogan in 
obtaining Victoria street land for 
the original St Peter's church. 

NABER BUILT at least 12 houses, 
three buildings at Naber's Corners 
and the business building which 
houses King's drug store. Part of 
Hillside cemetery lies on land he 
once owned as does all of Mt, Car- 
mel cemetery. . 

Civic interests have' been his too, 
for he served for, 12 years as an 
Antioch village trustee, two years aa 
village . president and was super- 
visor of Antioch Township for 18 
years.-" :;. ',.-'. ■ y s - .-.y>;. ; 

■ He came from Waterford; Wis., as 
a harness worker hi 1893 and after 
running his business for about 10 
years, turned his interests to help- 
ing his sister-in-law at the Queen of 
the West hotel at Petite lake. 

Next, Naber purchased the hotel 
In Antioch, now Mortensen's, from 
Charles Lux, Sr. 

The son of German born parents, 
he also engaged In the bus business 
and regularly met the trains to haul 
resorters to his hotel or on to the 
lakes. 

Funeral services for Mr. Naber 
were conducted last Saturday morn- 
ing at St. Peter's church with burial 
in Mt. Carmel cemetery. Strang 
funeral home was in charge of ar- 
rangements.

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New Curriculum 
For High School 
Receives Okay 

A proposed enriched, expanded 
and improved curriculum for Anti - 
och-Lake Villa high school was ap- 
proved at a meeting of the high 
school board last Wednesday eve- 
ning. 

This was an adjourned session of 
the board that did not complete its 
work at a meeting earlier in Febru- 
ary. 

This curriculum will he imple- 
mented during the 1960-01 school 
year. 

The board is studying a report on 
improved guidance services. 

It was voted to join the special 
education program sponsored by 
Lake county school superintendent 
W. C. Petty. This is the same plan 
approved by the Antioch grade 
school board early In February. 

The program would include class- 
es for physically handicapped, hard 
of hearing, educatable mentally 
handicapped, multiple handicapped, 
trainable mentally handicapped, 
partially sighted, impaired hearing, 
impaired speech and socially mal- 
adjusted. 

Cost to the high school district 
will be based on 91 per each pupil 
registered or about $725 aa of now, 
plus providing room space and a 
teacher, if necessary.

The Easter Seal has become 
known as a symbol of service to the 
crippled throughout the world. 

This year, Easter Seals will be 
sent to more than one million homes 
In the Chicago area, signaling the 
start of one of the most extensive 
campaigns in their history. 

Among the services of the Chi- 
cago Easter Seal society are two re- 
habilitation centers — Ridge Center, 
235 West 119th Street, Chicago, and 
Oak Park Center, £20 Ontario, Oak 
Park — where trained therapists give 
physical, occupation, and speech 
therapy to handicapped children 
and adults. 

Other major services provided by 
the society include the only two 
summer day camps in the Chicago 
area for crippled children, at-home 
therapy, industrial and homecrafts 
employment for homebound adults 
and an orthopedic equipment loan 
pool. 

The Chicago" Easter Seal society 
is a member of the National Society 
far Crippled Children and Adults. 

In the Chicago area alone, there 
are over 296,(150 .crippled and speech 
handicapped persons of which 
104,500 are children.

Houser, chairman of. the CED 
Research and Policy Commit- 
tee and director, Sears, Roe- 
buck and Co.' 

m reference to the commit- 
tee's findings on public school 
financing,' Mr. Xazarus pointed 
out that a "wholly new or rad- 
ically different method" is not 
needed. What isf needed, he 
said, Is a "modification of the 
existing systems and more vig- 
orous exploitation of its poten- 
tialities.^' 

To achieve such improve- 
ment, Mr. Lazarus quoted four 
committee recommendations: 

1. Mandatory action by slate 
governments Is nsedad In most 
states to bring about "imme- 
diate reorganisation of small 
school districts Into effective 
units of local government," 

2. The state govsrmntnis 
should assume a larger share of 
She financial burden of schools 
now borne by the local dis- 
tricts. 

9. Financial grants of about 
1690 million annually should be 
mad* by ihs fades al govern- 
ment "to support public schools 
In Shoto states where Income 
p*r public school child Is sub- 
slantlallr below She national 
average. 
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4. Bslter local, slate and zedV 
•val organisation of ciHssaa 
who appreciate tha need foe 
impxovsd education is aocca* 
sary for Improvement of Htm 
schools. Participation by buti» 
aessmen often can be eft.pecnu> 
ly helpful. 

The committee's report 
strongly urged tha need tot 
citizen action in school affairs. 
Reforms will not Just happen, 
the report pointed out They 
will have to be brought about 
by the- efforts of citizens who 
want better schools.
